uTienJ throe years ago May, I sent out a ono-shcot GRATE TARE #1 to invito a few 
likely people to play Diplonacy by nail, I scarcoly anticipated the present develop- 
ment of the ganco Sixty postal Diplonacy ganos are now in progress, and thirteen 
others have already been completed. Over a hundred people are involved in the play 
of those ganos J and they support over twenty bullotinsc 

' Clearly, postal Diplonacy has Arrived. In this issue of GRAOSTARK, sono attenpt 
has boon nado to keep tabs on its progress in the past three years, Allan Calhahor 
contributes an articio on the dovolopnont of tho gano^ and the rosters of ganos now^ 
in progress arc given. The last tine such rosters v/ero published, in GRAUSTAHK #71, 
they took up a little over two pages ; now they occupy noro than five. 

A proposal is now before postal Diplonacy players to fcmalizc this situation 
by the foundation of an International Diplonacy Federation The proposed constitution 
of tho IDF is perhaps nore fornal and legalistic than nost playors night wish. (Tho 
first draft of this constitution appears in tho forn of a precis in Diplonania #12; 
a second draft has recently been distributed by Harold NauSj publisher of A Droit a 
Gauche and provisional secretary-treasurer of the IDFo) Donald Miller analyzes the 
IDF plans in Diplonania #12^ coning to nuch the sane conclusions; about" ovcr-orgotti- 
zation in tho IDF e Janes 'TTight has a strong attaok on tho proposal in BOlverk #10. 

Diplonacy fans should profit fron the experience of science- fiction fans, who 
also operate in a loose framework. Every attenpt to organize science-fiction fans 
noro solidly has had only dubious success - fron the National Fantasy Fan Federa- 
tion, which has very little influence on the fan scone compared to local clubs and 
anateur press associations, to tho world Science Fiction Association, which broke up 
a decade ago anid a welter of lawsuits and bad fcolingo Postal Diplonacy cannot bo 
put into a structure such as that envisaged by the IDF proposals. Anyone whose vio- 
lation of their regulations oithor lost hin a gano or cost hin noney, could sinply 
withdraw fron its structure and continue gancsnas taring outside it. Compare the 
NFFF - scarcely any of tho recognized Big Wane Fans will bo found anong its offlcjnls, 
and -with the BNF's it is a standing joko„ Tho IDF could oasily attain the sono 
unenviable status in Diplomacy fandon 0 

••One of the oncrgencies tho IDF was fomod to noot - the question of what happens 
whon a Ganosnastor coasos publication in njd-gane - has already been dealt with satis- 
factorily under the present aniablo anarchy of Diplonacy fandon. This has happened 
twice - with Dave MoDaniel T s Rurjtania and with Monroe Jeffrcy f s T. S, In oach case, 
tho suspended gane was taken up by another Ganesnaster as a favor to its playors, and 
played out in his publication*, 

This issue of GRAUSTARK carries connents fron both sides on the IDF proposal. 
In viow~ of those connents, and the above considerations, I fool that I cannot support 
the plan. I do not fool that there is a plot on tho part of San Diego Diplonacy fan- 
don -to "take ovor" postal Diplonacy,* I sinply boliovc that tho IDF serves no useful 
purpose and would introduce needless complications into x?hat is,, after 
all, nothing nore than a gone to bo played, studied; and cnjoycd„ This is

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THE PLEASURES OF GAMBaiASTERSHIP 
by John Boardman 

Since beginning the publication of ORAUSTARK more than three years ago, I nave 
always been refereeing at least one, and sometimes as many as five, games of postal 
Diplomacy* In the process, I have found Diplomacy as a spectator sport to be quite 
as interesting as playing it,. 

By .now I have woiked out a regular procedure for handling postal Diplomacy 
moves and press releases. As soon as an issue of GRaUSTaRK is published, I make out 
a sheet of paper for the next moves in each current game. As the moves come in, I 
ei nter them opposite the name of the country J and file the moves, letters, and press 
releases, ^ - 

By the garnet deadline J I have (usually) moves from all the players i which have 
been entered on tho game sheet as they were received. I then set up the gamo board 
as it was at the end of the previous movo. The next step is to chock the moves on- 
torod on the game shoot against the letters from the playors, to make sure that I 
have transcribed them properly, Finally, I make the indicated moves, underlining them 
on my gamo sheet with green if they are successful, and with rod if they aro not. 
The moves are then placed on stoncilj with the impossible moves underlined, Follow- 
ing the moves, and announcements of retreats, builds, and removals t are tho press re- 
leases. 

If the gamo is at a particularly interesting stage, sometimes I may sot up tho 
board 2 or 3 times as moves caao in. This perspective of Diplomacy has almost the 
character of day-to-day reports from the battlofront. I hovo always had an amatour , s" 
interest in history as I find a woll-writton history better reading than most novols. 
This intorest is catorod to by Diplomacy gamesmastorship^ as I watch a game unfold 
and develop towards a conclusion. 

, Additional color is providod if the playors send in woll-writton press releases. 
Ideally, two or more playors should fall in with ono another's releases, and sling 
propaganda' back and forth, Onc^good example, of this is the "prine Otto" roloases in 
1966R, Thoy began from Germany^ and have since boon takon up by England, Turkey^ and 
tho Gamesmastor. 

Several Gamasmastors havo addod to tho pross roloasos in their games J oithor to 
stimulate a greater number of roloasos from thoir playorSj or to join in tho fun, 
Gomesmasters * ^pross roloasos^aro usually datelinod GonovuJ but havo also emanated 
from New York^ Liechtenstein^ Vatican Cityj! or such fictitious nations as Tryphomo or 
Boaucouillon, 

Occasionally non-players get into tho fun. For sovoral months I have boon put- 
ting press roloasos into 1965F ( Costaguona ) I datolinod from tho "Grand Duchy of Boau- 
couillon", The source of this grand duchy and its uninhibited diplomatic corps has 
as yot remained undiscovored by Costaguona 's roaders. 

As postal Diplomacy has developed, Gamosnastors havo introducod usages to moko 
them easier to follow. Early in 1966 Charles Wells >ogan printing the nono of each 
player along with his moves t a practice which has since been token up ¥y most othar 
Gomosnastors, It is now much easier to follow the progress of a gone through several 
issues of its bulletin. Some - but, unfortunately, not all - postal Diplomacy bul- 
letins summarize, at tho end of -each fall move,, tho supply centers then in the pos- 
session of each player, John Koning goes further, and in tho summary indicates tho 
supply centers gainod or lost by each playor during the last gamo year. 

Rating systems aro still a controversial subject in postal Diplomacy, Two^ 
Charlos Reinsol*s'"systom of points for survivors^ and my own "aentor-ycar" tabulationi 
havo been tried; nolthor- has boon found completely satisfactory^ and the idea of hav- 
ing a rating system at all is still in question. Also, a playor with a high rating is 
likely to have others conspiro against hin in later gaa.es, which tends to negate tho 
intent of a rating system. 



RULES OF ECSTAl DIPLOMACY 



The following rules are used in all GRAUSTARK games,, 
They deal only with the postal aspect of Diplomacy play, and 
do not propose^ to modify the original rulebook written by 
Allen Galh'amer; inventor of Diplomacy, 

1 9 The rules of across-the-board Diplomacy, as given in the ruleb 00k published 
by ^ar~as Research Inc ej will be followed as far as is practicable in postal play. 

rio, The Gamesmaster shall set such entry fee as he may consider practicable, 
lis urtaort aires to publish a move-by-move account of the game at stated regular inter- 
nals.; and^to mail this bulletin to the active players by first-class air mail or sur- 
face nail j whichever is quicker 0 A player 1 s subscription shall last as long as does 
tho game in which ho is enrolled,, but a player who hac dropped or been eliminated 
frcm the. game will receive the bulletin by surface mail, 

3 0 Hon-p layers may subscribe at a rato to be set by tho Gamesmaster* 

-io The Gamesmaster shall announce a deadline d^te for entries,, Upon this date, 
or upon such earlier date as ho shall receive a full slato of entries for the gamo^ 
he. ..shall assign 'i*y lot one country to each player,. (But by agreement among tho 
Gamesmaster and all the p;ii.yers r payers may be allowed to pick their own countries 
for' a game) ^He shall then, publish an issue of his bulletin for the game J dated 
"Winter 1900"^ informing the players of tho country assignments, names t and addresses 
ox their opponents 0 

5 8 Two weeks will be allotted to* the players for each move*. The Gamesmaster 
^aoll set deadlines, by which time all players' moves must bo .received by him,

• 15. A player who docs not send in his ordors during tho required period creates 
a situation in which civil govornnont has collapsed in his "country,, (Soo p Q 6 of 
the Diplomacy rulobook 0 ) Such oollapso will last only during the novo or novos in 
which this player docs not participate^ and does not affoct his right to nokc subse- 
quent novos. If tho nisscd novo is a "Spring" or "Fall" novo, any of his units 
which are dislodged are annihilated. If tho nisscd novo is a retreat^ tho unit " ^ 
which should have rotreatod is annihilated,. If ho fails to send in on establishment, 
ho nay establish no new units until after tho next subsequent "Fall 5 ' novo." If tho 
nissod novo is a removal^ his units are removed by tho Ganosnastor according to tho 
priority established in the rulobooko 

16, Tho Ganosnastor roscrvos the right to^publish "lintor'J issues of tho garnets 
bulletin ahead of tho deadline if all retreats^ establishments ^ and removals hayo 
been sent to him, 

l7o The Ganosnastor may onroll a stand-by player at a reduced gamo feo. This 
player will rocoivo thb bulletin by air nail just ast tho players do. If a player 
misses a move, tho stand-by playcr'shall send in thb next ordors for" that country* 
If" the original playbr of that country also sends in orders for tho next novc^ he 
continues in control of that country. But if tho original player misses two moves in 
succession, the ordors of "tho stand-by playor for the second of thoso moves will bo 
usod instoad^ and tho stand-by player takes over that country in tho gano.

EXAMPLES 

I. Italy and Austria-Hungary make a formal alliance -in "Spring 1901" 0 The 
Gamesmaster receives the following moves in a single envelope: 

ITALY: A Rcm-Tas; A Yen-Pie; F Nap-Ion 

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY: F Tri-AlbJ A Bud-SerJ A Tie-Bud. 
The moves are signed by both players. One day later ^, the Gamesmaster receives another 
letter from Italy alone', with the following" moves s 
. ITALY: F Nap-Ion; A Ven-Tri;- A Rom-Ven 0 " ; " 

RULING; The moves submitted by the allies would have been valid had there been no 
second communication from Italy* However J the second letter, having the later post- 
mark, will be taken as Italy t s actual moves. Accordingly, Italy occupies Trieste. 

II. At the end of a "Spring" movc^ the only retroat noocssary is that of a Rus- 
sian fleet in Sweden^ which may move cither to Finland or to Denmark. The Gamesmaster 
may follow whichever of those three alternatives seems boat to him: 

A»Kq may tolephono tho Russian player^ doscribo tho situation to hinv got the" 
retreat ,J and publish it with tho "Spring" moves in tho current issue of tho bulletin. 

B. Ho may ask tho Russian playor by air mail whither ho wishes to remove the 
fleot. Upon receiving tho reply "F Swa-Fin" ho informs tho other playors by air rnail'^ 
and sets a date for tho "Fall" moves. " 

. C, Ho may inform tho other players J in tho ''Spring" lssuo of the bulletin^ that 
they may sond in alternate sots of "Fall" orders^! doponding upon whothor Russia orders 
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the rotroat "F Bub-Fin" or "F Swo-Don". If Russia orders "F Swe-Fin", thon only 
tho movos conditional upon this rotroat shall be published in tho "Fall" issue of 
the bulletin, 

" III. At the end of a "Fall" move, a Turkish army in Albania is forced by an Ital- 
ian attack to rotroat to oithor Trieste or Serbia* In that ."Winter" Austria-Hungary 
may louild a now unit. This Austro-Hungarian "Winter" movo may bo submitted in tho 
following manner: ^ ' 

"If Turkey retreats A Alb-Sor^ thon establish on amy in Triosto. If Turkey 
retreats A Alb-Trij! thon establish an army in Budapest." 

IV. In "Fall 1901", England orders the following moves: "A Edi-Norwayj F Nor- » 
wogian Soa CT A Edi-Norwayj^F North Sea-Bol. If one supply center is taken^ builcl 
F Edi if Edinburgh is opon^ and otherwise F Lon, If tuo supply centers are takon^ 
build F Edi and F Lon." 

RULING: This is not only correct^ but recommended. If all players submit their 
"Fall" moves in this fashion," parti6ularly towards tho beginnings and endings of 
gomes when tho situation on the board is relatively" simple^ tho play can bo expedited 
considerably. A "Fall-Winter" issue of the bulletin can be published^ and the next 
moves uiH bo those of the following "Spring". 

7. At tho end of tho "Spring 1903" moves^ Germany has armies in Munich ^ Warsaw ^ 
Prussia^ and Holland^ and fleets in tho Gulf of Bothnia and Livonia* No German moves 
arc received in "Fall 1903" I and England occupies tho German supply center of "Don- 
mark. At the same time, a lussian attack dislodges tho German amy in Warsaw. Ger- 
many is left in possession only of its homo supply centers and Holland. 

RULING: Since, the German army in Warsaw is dislodged^ and no Gorman moves were" 
received,! this army is not retreated but annihilated. Germany now has fivo units on 
the" board, and only four supply centers, so one of tho units must be removed in the 
"Winter 1903" movo. " " 

VI. After tho situation described in Example V^ no German removal order is re- 
ceived for the "Winter 1903" bulletin. 

. RULING: Tho fleet in tho Gulf of Bothnia is furthest from home, and is thoroforo 
removed by the Gamosmastor 0 

VII. Harvoy Haro, playing Russia, submits no moves for "Fall 1902". The Games- 
mastor thoroforo notified the stand-by player, Conrad vonMoltkcJ to send in tho "Win- 
tor 1902" build" which Russia is entitled to make 

If Hare sends in this build^ ho retains control of Russia. Suppose^ however j! 
that ho does not^ and von Moltko oriors "Builds A Sov", A Russian army is established 
in Sevastopol, and von Moltke now takes over tho play of Russia.

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A DOZEN YEABS OF DIPLOMACY 
by Allan B. Calhamer 

There is a lot to talk about after twelve years of Diplomacy. 'People frequently 
ask me how I came to create the game. Something this complicated undoubtedly springs 
from a porson*s total experience, but there are mainlines and points which i*«an re- 
call, I got an early introduction to games, to maps^ and to history, and spent a lot 
of time making up games. . 

At the end of World War fcl, I come across en article on "post-war planning" wnish 
reviewed the European diplomacy of the period 1815-1914 and argued that coalitions tend 
to sh|ft and form so as to o£jose tho most powerful or most aggressive olemcnts. 
Later $ whoh high school debaters woro considering the issue of world government °, I ran 
across the argument that external governments con servo the function of chocking a ram- 
pant government which is not sufficiently chocked internally. 

About this time a friend of mine and I attempted to play a game which would model 
the entanglements of European history. As xio had only two players ) you can imagino 
that the results woro not very successful. 

In college I came in contact with the remarkalBlo book Origins of tho world War ^ by 
S, B. Jay. This book explored the secret alliance diplomacy loading up to the war in 
groat detail. After the war nearly all the governments involved throw open tho secret 
correspondence of that poriod," offering an opportunity to the" ' observer which may novo* 
cemd again. ^ I was impressed by the importance of personal contact, and personal deei- 
sion-making, and of alternatives that were not chosonj and of individual failures and 
blundors. All of this is in contrast to the determinism frequently implied by gener- 
alizations about history. I think tho mysterious "semi-determinism" of life has boon -• 
protty well captured by the gene of Diplomacy, 

I also took a course in political geography under Prof, WhittlosloyJ" which /course 
influenced tho relationship among country, military forces^ and supply center^ which 
wont into tho gamo. Thus we find that power arises from rosourcos found at specific , 
points, but is dealt out as the country sees fit. If it is not so dealt as to protect 
the resources, however, they may pass into tho invisiblo envelope of another countryts 
influence, and bo dealt by someone olso to some other faraway point. 

I bogon devising tho game in 1953 and completed the first sot in 1954. Armies 
were blocks two inchos high, painted with three horizontal stripes taken from the •olors 
of tho country* s flag in 1914,^ Fleets were a§- inches long^ and the board was quite 
largo. In the first two games, negotiation -was entirely by written notes passed from 
player to playor at the board. Reading tho notes after tho gome was most interesting. 
Verbal negotiation , however, was fastor and gave tho players a chance to move around, 
;;hich is an advantage in a game of this duration. 

In 1958 I wont to work in a research laboratory which was interested in the game 
as; a possible research tool. For a variety of reasons, that objoctivo was novcr ach- 
ieved. The game, howovor, was playod frequently there, and the players,; who were good 
gono players gcnorally, did a groat deal of analysis and contributed many suggestions 
and played many experimental games. Sovcral small changes wore made in' the rules. At 
first/' a Country uould havo multiple units in its capital or naval base," which woro two 
of its supply cantors. Almost an ontirc duplicate sot of rules was necessary to govern 
tho interactions involving theso multiple units ; which woro consequently dono away 
with. Tho numbor of provinces within a Great Power was reduced from seven to six. 
This change spoodod up the oorly mobilization^ although it is now a littlo harder to 
catch a country ccnplotoly off guard,' because opposite frontiors are closer together. 
Changos in tho map wore nado, to make tho countries more nearly oquol, and convoying 
was made much faster. A large number of ambiguities in the writton rulos wore dis- 
covered and disposod of. 

A variety borough and" ready tactics woro dovolopod at this time. One whs tho 
Flying Dutchman" , which consisted in playing with a piece to which you were not en- 
titled. It was ruled that this practice was logal so long as it was a deception'; i. Q 4i 
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any piayor had a right to demand restoration of the true position; Taut if moves had 
intervened'^ they could not bo taken back<, It was never cloar what tho rights wore if 
the deception" were discovered during a novo 0 Players quickly loarnod not to chal- 
lenge a "Flying Dutchman" unless its removal was in their interest; sometimes a play- 
er night let one survive for several moves ^, then challenge it when alliances began to 
shift »• Tho oasiest^way to,;put on a "Flying Dutchman" is to raise one when othor 
players $re raising, or to "forgpt" to drop one; but they arc sometimes just placod on 
tho'board when only yourself' or allies arc gresent c Also pieces have boon advancod or 
turned back, amies have turned into fleets, and so on* 

# ■ The ploy which cane closes;:-: to provoking mayhem was movo-steallngo After a play- 
er had tucked his orders under the board, they were quietly lifted and some' other 
paper put in their place 0 If other moves had Veen read before the deception was dis- 
covered," it was ruled that the victim could not make out a new set, because he had al- 
ready seen other moves 0 Consequently his pieces stood in place 0 If the theft was 
coupled with an all-out "attack it was very effective; and it had its analog in sabo- 
tage of communication lines prior to attack© One trick which did not get very far oc- 
curred when I" was playing France and another player had . been knocked out as Germany.* 
It was my turn to read when he suddenly began declaiming, "France Army to Belgium 
Fleet to Naples. 0 „" and so on„ In tho ensuing hubbub he claimed that he was tho legal 
government of France and challenge', me to pro-^o anything to the contrary. 

. . These tactics" scorn to have died out with passage of time$ except for an occasion- 
al "Flying Dutchman" j peeking while others write their orders, and soon. 'For one

The game was put into its final commercial form and put on tho market in l959 f 1 
let contracts for tho manufacture of tho parts, assembled the sots in my apartment, and 
sold them however I could. At one time my living room was so full of bundles of bores 
that -I had only about six inches ciooranco around three sides of the room; no clearance 
on tjlc fourth side. As sots wcro sold it bocomo easier to move around. Games Roscarch 
took the game over in 1960 and took the last material off my hands, 

• ..Postal Diplomacy was begun in .1963 on tho initiative of John Boardmano Its sur- 
prising development has boon very gratifying to mo 0 It provides 'a channel of communi- 
cation among many playors^ which helps to supplement somo of the vagaries of the rules 
and may help to increase tho quality of play c

It ^7as a period of alliances and coalitions 0 It was also a period, as I have indicated 
ab'bvo, that wo know a lot about today o Other good scenarios that have been triod ore 
Aiioiont Greece and 13th or 13th century Asia 0 The evidence is that there was quito a 
little diplomacy, aimed at coalition-forming for the largest purposes^ throughout Asia 
at that ^ time. Saropc between tho iters is not so good? because tho break-up" of Austria- 
Hingoryj tho contraction of Turkey. cte„j create too groat a power vacuum in the Bal- ', 
kans, One gamo based on the world as of 1Q40 had to rosort to Brazil as a groat power ^ 
to balance tho board, Tb'"< destruutivenoss of present day warfare' makes it very diffi- 
cult to model so as to represent tho choices at all rcalisticallyo 

Also,, I bol.evo it would be a mistake to model tho present^ because simple and un- 
realistic conclusions might bo accepted uncritically,, Something rolovant to the pre- 
sent day can probably be learned from tho existing game', but the required carry-over 
guards against hasty conclusions. 

. I chose a physical rather than a political map becauso a physical map looks more 
like the Earth itself* "" 

Diplomacy soems to contain a number of elements which are original or at loost very 
unusual. A workable multi-player military game is unusual. If the game employed tho 
rule in check or s or chess , that a piayor may not pass his move, it would bo slowed up 
badly by players who wore inattentive or indecisive*. The rulo that a piece hot orderod 
simply stands, and the rulo that illegal orders ore treated as orders to stand, are in- 
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pert ant in keeping the game moving. Also these rules amount to a mild penalty, 
whibii induces the players to ranain attentive 0 a 

The effect of moring all the pieces simultaneously tends to be realistic , and ^ 
also keeps things' movinge In about five minutes^ as many as 34 mcves may take place, 
and the situation may change quite a little bit as those 34 pieces move« It is good 
that the moves are fairly restricted in view of the number that take place at one 
fcime 0 The meves have, to be" complicated enough to permit of deception in the negotia- 
tion; beyond thatj additional ccmDlications tend to dotract from the diplomatic side 
cf tho gambo For the. samo reason I it is good that each player havo only a fow pieces* 

The interaction betwoon land and sea is not dealt with Tery well^in any other game 
t':at I know of 0 Usually the game is oithor a land garao or a sea game, the opposite 
olcmeat serving only as a boundary, or as tho wings from which piooes come onto the 
stegQo In Diplomacy sea power is as important as land power. It operates against 
landward targets j by supporting military forcos (not physically represented but as- 
sumed to bo thoro) in actual occupation of coastal aroas 0 Engagement on tho high seas 
occurs infrequently, and almost always because ono side is moving to attack landward 
targets and tho other is trying to' prevent it 0 

. A country's capabilities depend vory much on how her force is divided between, 
amies and floots 0 These capabilities in turn reveal a groat dc al about her intentions 
and consequently her trustworthiness, Tho way in v;hich tho earth -space represented on 
tho board is divided into land and sea is vory important* The water areas of the board 
are divided into two distinct parts, the northern and tho Mediterranean „ A country 
which has on absolute majority of fleets in one of those parts is likely to bo able to 
swoop everything on those coasts^ first by taking the supply centers which are most ex- 
posed to seaward attack^ then by raising oithor typo of piece arid mopping up* Thoro" 
aro 14 supply centers bordering each of those water areos^ Spain boing counted twice. 
There aro only seven wholly inland supply centers,, An absolute majority of armios in 
tho largo land aroa containing most of tho land- locked supply centers should have the 
socio effoct as a majority of flocts in a water aroa'^ but it is muoh hardor to aahievo. 
If a country stays in its water aroa it nay use both its fleets and its armies in tho 
came conflict j| but if it goes overland its flocts will bo out of play. Usually the 
only countries that can successfully fight in both water areas at onco arc Franco^ or 
seme country which has conquered Franco, or, occasionally^ Russia, 

Somo players believe that thoro should be a class of allianoGf possibly written, 
which should bo binding under tho rules. I havo always boliovod that such a thing 
-jcild be unrealistic* Furthermore^ when a player has learned how-to devise alliances 
l?at aro likely to succeed in the environment of the present game^ he has really 
:.ca.'xod something, I undorstand that a California group experimented with binding al- 
."■.ioncps and found that they spont tho wholo game litigating ovor whether an alliance 
lad boon violated or not; and also spont a lot of effort tricking pooplo into agreeing 
to things they did not really intendo How much simpler is the prosont gamo! 

Other players object to a lack of protocol 0 I boliovo that protocol should arise 
if t .t sorves a function and not otherwise If protocol woro necessary in order to got 
an alliance 3 players would use it. I boliovo that protocol," credentials ^ etc., de- 
veloped^ largely as a moans of determining whether a porsan was authentic or not. If 
you had, say ; seven floors of a dormitory, each playing a country at tho rate of a 
move a day; then it might bo necossary to know^whothor a given residont of tho second 
floor really spoke for the second floor or not^i henco credentials might bo necossary, 
••vcr a still more vast game, protocol might bo necessary. Perhaps wo should be re- 
lieved that it is not necessary around tho Diplomacy board, 

Thoro has boon much talk about rewriting tho rulos. Tho vory serious problem 
•;hat arisos in connection with a rowrito of tho rulos is that of latent errors. Mere 
latent ambiguities, which, I am cenvincod, ore almost inevitable, could scnotimes bo 
roso.lvod by referring back to tho original rulos; although it would bo just as easy to 
loop tho existing rules and add explanations 0 Tho problem is that tho introduction of 
an actual error that no ono noticed at tho tine would oithor chango tho gone in some " 
unpredictable way, almost certainly for the worse!! since thoro arc a lot of factors in 
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balance in the game now; or else compel seme authority or other to rule against the 
literal wording. 

Ihere there are ambiguities in the rules at present I feel no hesitation in tel- 
ling people that the rule is whatever I intended it to be. If I em playing in a game 
when the matter ccmes up, I usually accept a vote as binding for that game only* But 
if there is, essentially, an error in the rules - if they really say something I 
dldn f t attend - I profer to go along with the oritten wording. So far that situation 
has. arisen only once, so far as I know, and I was lucky: the literal wording did not 
result in a Tory bad rulo^ though my intention was better. I never intended that a 
pioee actually dislodged by on attacker coming from province A could still stand off 
another piece attempting to enter A, simply by virtue of an order to attack A» That 
is, however ? the rule as writton 8 

If I should be unlucky, in that some literal wording were discovered which would 
spoil the game, I would not follow the literal wording,, 

A fow strange results occur frcm time to time under the rules because of the do- 
sire to keep the rulos simple and to keep their sheer bulk down* Thus the notion that 
determination of the outcomo would not dopend on the nationality of the pieces in any 
way ^7as devised. This result was intellectually pretty, but I actually had to make an 
exception^ to the effect that a country may not drive out its own piece, to keep a 
country from deliberately securing a retreat in certain positions where a retreat can 
be a very powerful move (because all the other pieces are frozen in place during the 
retreat). Most players think there should also be cm exception permitting a country 
to exchange the positions of its own army and fleet, but under the rules these two 
stand each other off. Rulos covering the situation in which two armies wish to re- 
treat nto the same province never oven got into the rulebook. The rule I use is that 
they must write the retreats , and if thoy choose the same space they must write again 
■hit may not go to that spaoo. The result frequently is that cue country may annihilate 
the piece of the other and then retreat, because one of them frequently has only one 
possible retreat^ Sometimes both are limited to one apace only, in which cose they an- 
nihilate each other. When those pieces both come from the some country, tho player in- 
volved raises an awful yell., but I do not like a special rule to cover that situation 
only e Tho real problem is what to do if the victim demands a look at the rule book* 
I have sometimes gotten by in the past by denying that I had a copy. ' - 

Some time ago I suggested now rulos for the six. man game. I have tested theso re- 
cently, and I am very much in favor of them. My suggestion was to drop Italy as a 
playor, ^rather than Turkey; to permit moves" to Italian places and use of Italian supply 
centers J but to have the Italian pieces stand in place to defend themselves s without 
supporting each other. Such is just what would happen if the Italian player started 
the game and dropped out before the first move, anyway o It is good historically 
(Italy was the last country unified) and tho feel of the resulting game is almost 
identical to tho seven man gnmo. 

I have not yet tested my new suggestion for the five man game, in which Germany • , 

also is treated as Italy above, 

I have beon asked about the proposed now federation* I have no personal objec- 
tion to its use of the name Diplomacy,' but Games Research would like to consider the « 
matter, and I will back thorn in this matter,, I would bo willing to help such a federa- 
tion in any convenient way, but I would not want to give tho impression that it had 
some sort of official or monopolistic position,, 

I am really more interested in vitality than in organization, and it is just In 
that rospoct that I feci most optimistic today (knock on wood) * Diplomacy, like its 
fans, nay bo a little disorganized, but both have a certain vitality that bodos well 
for tho future »

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THE PLAY'S THE THING 
by John Boardman 

Allan Calhamer, to whom we all owe a great debt of gratitude for inventing and 
polishing -up the game of Diplomacy, has written a most interesting account of the back- 
ground and development of Diplomacy e From childhood I hare been interested in history 
and in games which reproduce it, though I never encountered, or invented for my o»n_ 
amusements anything to compare with Diplomacy, In about 1946 I acquired, and played 
by myself for lack of other opposition, a game which reproduced an American presiden- 
tial election, (This game" took cognizance"^ history^ in that it was easier for' Demo- 
'.rai ; & to win sane states and for Sepublioans to win others.) I also tried my own 
Vitiation of the card'gamo War^ for use with a map of JSurope* Players would stake 
portion of their countries on tho outcome of the game 0 

The original Diplomacy set was shewn by Galhemcr at a talk that he gave to a num- 
ber of Diplomacy players at Columbia University on 19 October 1963. (This talk was 
reported in GR£QSTAKEb #11 and #12.) 

Tho active play of postal. Diplomacy seems to have bogun with my suggestions made 
■in KNOWABLE #3 and GRAUSTARK #1, but tho idea was "in the air"* In 1962, several 
months before I proposed the idea 5 Gonrad von Metzire designed a postal version of 
Diplomacy c And John McCallum has recently reported that for several years some 
A>raIon~Hill gone fans have been playing postal Diplomacy, Ho is now making contacts 
between this group and tho postal Diplomacy playors, largely recruited from scionce- 
fietion"fandcm, who play in GRAUSTARK and its sister pvMi cat ions, 

Donald Miller \ in his postal Diplomacy and variant publications \ is now under- 
taking games in milieux other than the Europe of 1914 0 Among them are: American In- 
dian tribes, Scottish clans and tribes^ ondj as Oalhamer suggested^ ancioht Groeoe e 

Two of the most unusual features of Diplomacy ore those? that it is neither a 
gamo^of fixed partnerships^ like ..ridge and canasta; or a gome of overy man for him- 
solf j like poker j but^a game of changing partnership in which tho changes are a part 
of tho game; and that, instead of playing in rotation, tho playors make thoir movos 
simultaneously, Tho only other game I knot? with tho lattor foaturo is tho childhood 
game of ,: seissors-papor-rock"2 

The fact that tho gamo featuros joint land-soa operations indicates its American 
origin,, Tho^pcculiarly American contribution to military theory^" as Fletcher' Prdtt 
has observed, is the combination of land and s'oa forces^ from Grant *s campaign on tho 
western rivers during tho War of tho Rebellion, to the landings at Normandy' and C&i- 
naua'c However, Diplomacy's use" of sea power departs from the Anglo-American tradition 
in that "it oporatos against landward targets, by supporting military forces.. .in 
actual occupation of coastal aroas 0 Engagement on tho high seas occurs infrequently, 
and almost always because one side is moving to attack landward targets and the other 
is trying to prevent it 0 ,: 

Tho Anglo-American theory of aoa power ^ as enunciated by Alfred Thayer Mohan but 
employed long beforo his time, is that control of the seas' is valuablol not merely to 
support operations on land J Lui- for its own soke* French naval theorists J on tho othor 
hand, havo generally operated according to tho precept usod by^Calhamor in Diplomacy, 
Americans^ however, havo'reason to bo gratofui for this thoory^ erroneous though it has

Tho progress of tho game was the amiable chaos which its friends havo come to 
roccgnizo as characteristic of LASFSo Players were permitted to force their own units 
to rotroat - sometimes with advantago to themselves, as Calhamor observes in his G2- 
tiolo in thia issue. Press releases were wild and frequent; and involved such enti- 
ties as the Ducko-Islam Church, the LSD (Lattorday Scientific Duckism) , Alhazrod ibn-
